Independence does not necessari­ 
ly mean freedom and practice to a 
nation, former Senator Luther Har­ 
rison declared this morning in an 
address at East Central college on 
the American constitution. Prussia 
and other nations were independent 
long before the constitution of the 
United States was adopted, but no 
one would say that freedom exist­ 
ed there. 
The speaker called attention to 
the fact 
that 
although 
historians 
have much to say about the events 
that Culminated in the adoption of 
the declaration of independ* nee and 
the war to maintain it, little a t­ 
tention has been given to the period 
of between that time and the ad­ 
option 
of the 
constitution. 
The 
treaty in which Great Britain ack­ 
nowledged the independence of her 
former colonies did not specify a 
a nation, but thirteen 
nations 
by 
name which had been 
drawn to­ 
gether for self protection in a com­ 
mon cause. 
His next picture was 
th at 
of 
thirteen jealous little nations, each 
with its own laws, its own armies, 
its own coinage each bent on it^ 
own end without regard to the wel­ 
fare of the others. True, they were 
loosly bound by the articles of con­ 
federation, but th is such a loose 
covenant that it amounted to noth­ 
ing. The states levied tariffs and 
retalliatory tariffs on imports from 
one another and 
other 
disputes 
brought on friction that threatened 
in a few years to leave the way 
open 
for Great 
Britain 
to again 
assert her authority. 
Separate States Unite. 
, 
It was at thhi crisis, he pointed 
out, that 55 delegates from 12 of 
the states—Rhode Island had al­ 
ready seeded from the ( ^ f e d e r ­ 
ation—-met at Philadelphia and set 
about the task of writing a docu­ 
ment that would not only perpetu­ 
ate the independence of the states 
welded into one nation, but ah*o 
guarantee the liberty of the indi­ 
vidual. In order to do this three 
branches of government, executive, 
judicial and legislative, each inde* 
pendent of the others, were created. 
This system has mode possible the 
success of our form of government, 
he declared. 
. Another matter of vital Interest 
to the welfare of the nation was 
the separation of church and state. 
For the first time in 
history 
a 
““it was to exist without 


an established church. Every man 
was left free to choose for him­ 
self, 
worship ae 
he 
pleased and 
think as he 
pleased. 
This meant 
more freedom to the individual. 
Every Voter a Soverign. 
Tile constitution, he pointed out, 
makes every American voter a sov­ 
ereign. Each has a part of the pow­ 
er formerly * xercised only by kings, 
and the safety of the nation lies in 
the ability of the people to cast an 
intelligent vote. 
He declared that the constitution­ 
al convention had met in an atmos­ 
phere which boded no truce with 
tyranny, either foreign 
or 
native 
and this principle guided it in all 
its deliberations. 
Mr. Harrison recalled that this 
is Constitutional Week; a week set 
aside to create an interest in the 
study of the development of 
the 
constitution, a subject with which 
too many are not as familiar aa 
th y might be. 
At the outset of ilia address, in 
course of a few words of greeting, 
from one who lived here and had 
always been a warm friend of the 
college, Mr. Harrison congratulated 
the institution on its rapid growth 
and 
mentioned 
the fact that the 
average age of the present student 
body appeared to be considerably 
above that of former ones here.
